Claims 1-3,5-19, and 22-30 are allowed. 

In light of the BPAFs decision made in 8/29/08, prior art either alone or in combination 
doesn't show or teach "an offset value between a selected object's position and an input position, 
wherein the input position includes updated positioning information from a user input 
mechanism and wherein the selected object moves in proportion to a change in the positioning 
information; and dynamically and gradually reducing the offset value in the object's position by 
implementing a corrective function that selectively and incrementally reduces the offset in 
proportion to a movement of the selected object correctively adjusting the input position with 
respect to the object's position in proportion" in combination with other features.
